WASHINGTON, Ju ly 9 — Old Westbrook 
Pegler, whose ty pewriter wears a pu rple 
ribbon , has been pou n d in g holes in it pro­ 
testin g again st the cou rse of jou rn alism. 
His rhetoric rid es the soft political report­ 
ers who d o their eight hou rs, fiv e d a}rs a 
week , an d qu it when the whistle b l o w s , 
withou t mu ch feelin g for the old time jou r­ 
n alistic id ea of a reporter bein g a pu blic 
serv an t, work in g in the pu blic in terest. Mr. 
Pegler thin k s these latter d ay reporters ad ­ 
here too mu ch to the in terest of their u n ­ 
ion s, gen erally the CIO, u sin g n ice stu ff 
abou t the u n ion bosses, bu t slan tin g their 
stu ff su btly again st the pu blic on some ev ­ 
ery d ay issu es, in clu d in g the tax cu t an d the 
u n ion reform legislation , an d glorify in g the 
heav y d rin k in g crowd of politician s former­ 
ly in an d n ear the White Hou se. He seems to 
thin k jou rn alism has thu s lately been serv ­ 
in g the pu blic d ifferen t n ews than former­ 
ly . 


J U LY STOCK TAKING 
JULY'S ARRIVAL mean s the start of a 
n ew fiscal y ear in man y bu sin esses an d 
gov ern men t d epartmen ts. In v en tories are 
tak en , plan s mad e for fu tu re pu rchasin g. 1 
In come an d ou tgo is tabu lated . The bu si­ 
n ess hou se wan ts to k n ow what profits, if 
an y , hav e been mad e in the past six 
mon ths. 
This wou ld be a good time, too, for in ­ 
d iv id u als to look ov er their person al an d 
home book k eepin g to ascertain if they hav e 
mad e an y profits. In the case of hou sehold 
operatin g, profit wou ld be represen ted by 
sav in gs. Actu ally that man is as rich as a 
million aire who has been able to main tain 
himself an d his family so that at stock -tak ­ 
in g time he fin d s that all his d ebts are paid , 
his figu res all in the black colu mn . To k eep 
a margin on the plu s sid e between ou tgo 
an d in come—that is su ccess. 
It is pleasan t to thin k that there are six 
mon ths left in 194 7 in which to try to get 
the balan ce right for the y ear as a whole if 
it’s wron g n ow, to improv e it if it’s right bu t 
with too slim a margin . It mean s some 
ju gglin g in the n ex t six mon ths, too, for 
few in comes are k eepin g pace with liv in g 
costs. Jt mean s pu shin g a lot of thin gs ov er 
in to the lu x u ry class an d ou t of reach which 
hitherto had been con sid ered n ecessaries— 
thin gs on e had to hav e. More than ev er, 
with prices what they are, Ju ly shou ld be 
stock -tak in g time for con su mers. 


Pegler’s pu rple ribbon has record ed on ly 
some of the u n d ercu rren ts which are try ­ 
in g to carry jou rn alism away . When he was 
serv in g his appren ticeship in the Un ited 
Press association , he came to work d u rin g 
the hot Su mmer with a bathin g su it u n d er 
his clothes, then stripped d own to these 
n ecessities, an d read all d ay lon g ov er the 
telephon e to small su bu rban n ewspapers 
the telegraphic d ispatches, while perspira­ 
tion pou red from him in his phon e booth. 
Pegler learn ed n ews the hard way , which 
n ev er is forgotten . He acqu ired a sk illed 
n ose for the false, a passion for the pu blic 
in terest, an d a good sty le—ju st as we all 
tried to d o in that same U, P. office,—Ray 
Clapper, Hu gh Baillie, Tom Stok es (Ern ie 
Py le was on the same floor) an d my self. 
My own en cou n ter at that time with the 
d ev elopin g social forces came when the 
U. P. wan ted me to work regu larly from 7 
a. rn . to 7 p. rn . an d I qu it. I d id n ot min d 
work in g two d ay s withou t sleep d u rin g a 
n ation al con v en tion or while a big story 
was on .

The grotesqu e in con gru ity of this ambi­ 
tion with the id eals of jou rn alism d id n ot 
occu r to them. They had n o train in g for 
the highly sk illed profession of reportin g or 
observ in g ju d icially . If they had all d ecid ­ 
ed they lik ed to pu ll teeth an d set them­ 
selv es u p as d en tists, withou t ex perien ce, 
they wou ld n ot hav e been fu rther from the 
track .

CHIEF attraction of rn sheer 
stocking —as all women realize—is 
the leg which it clothes. If the leg s 
are scarred or otherwise disfig ured. 
sheer stocking s serv e only to show 
up the defect. 
That is one of the reasons why 
so many women these day s are con 
cerned about v aricose v eins. Vari­ 
cose v eins are enlarg ed v eins which 
hav e lost their normal elastic qual­ 
ity and hav e become flabby . They 
may occur any where in the body 
but are most common in the leg s, 
where they often cause tiredness 
and aching . As a rule, howev er, they 
do not become really troublesome 
unless accompanied by complica­ 
tions such as the formation of 
blood clot within the distended v ein. 
Runs in Families 
Dr. Morris Friedell of Chicag o, 
discussed this subject in a recent 
article. He has found there is some 
ev idence that the tendency to de 
v elop v aricose v eins runs in fami 
lies. 
With increasing ag e, the v eins, 
just as other structures of the body , 
lose much of the streng th that w’as 
present in them earlier in life. The 
v eins under the surface of the skin 
do not hav e as much support as 
those deeper in the tissues. When 
pressure in the v eins is increased 
by standing , by work or blocking of 
the flow of blood throug h them, 
ov erstretching may occur. 


Normal Blood Flow 
When the v eins are dilated or 
stretched, the normal flow of blood 


throug h them in interfered with, 
and complications may dev elop. To 
beg in with, there may be swelling 
of the tissue with collection of fluid 
in them known as edema. This 
edema results in poor nutrition of 
the skin which becomes discolored, 
and larg e sores or ulcers may form 
due to actual death of the tissues. 
Prolong ed treatment for these so­ 
called v aricose ulcers may be re­ 
quired. 
Unfortunately , there is no way of 
restoring the v aricose v eins to nor­ 
mal. Howev er, if the v aricose v eins 
are small, they may be injected with 
a number of substances which are 
irritating to the walls of the v eins. 
This causes a reaction to occur, and 
the v ein is obliterated. 


Elastic Bandag e 
The wearing of an elastic band­ 
ag e also helps ov ercome the pres­ 
sure and collection of blood in the 
v ein and thus aids in ov ercoming 
the swelling . 
According to Dr. Friedell, the 
more sev ere cases of v aricose v eins 
are best treated by a combination of 
surg ery , injection treatment and 
bandag ing . The surg ical treatment 
consists in ty ing off what is known 
as the 
g reater saphenous 
v ein 
which is located around the inner 
side of the thig h. This operation 
keeps the blood flowing down the 
leg throug h the v ein instead of up­ 
wards. In addition, the v eins nearer 
the surface are treated by injection, 
and the patients are instructed to 
wear the proper kind of elastic 
bandag e. 
• 
With treatment of this ty pe, the 
v aricose v eins may be eradicated

Treatment for Varicose Veins 
Br HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M D. 
CHIEF attraction of a sheer 
stocking—as all women realize—is 
the leg which it clothes, lf the legs 
are scarred or otherwise disfigured 
sheer stockings serve only to show 
up the defect. 
That is one of the reasons why 
so many women these days are con 
cerned about varicose vein*. Vari 
cose veins are enlarged veins which 
have lost their normal elastic qual­ 
ity and have become flabby. They 
may occur anywhere in the body 
but are most common in the legs, 
where they often cause tiredness 
and aching. As a rule, however, they 
do not become really troublesome 
unless accompanied by complies 
tions such as the formation of I 
blood clot within the distended vein. 
Runs in Families 
Dr. Morris Friedell of Chicago, 
discussed this subject in a recent 
article. He has found there is some 
evidence that the tendency to de­ 
velop varicose veins runs in fami­ 
lies. 
With increasing age, th# veins, 
just as other structures of the body, 
lose much of the strength that was 
present in them earlier in lite. The 
veins under the surface of the skin 
do not have as much support as 
those deeper in the tissues. When 
pressure in the veins ii increased 
by standing, by work or blocking of 
the flow of blood through them, 
overstretching may occur. 


Normal Blood Flow 
When the veins are dilated or 
stretched, the normal flow of blood 


through them in interfered with, 
and complications may develop. To 
begin with, there may be swelling 
of the tissue with collection of fluid 
in them known as edema. This 
edema results in poor nutrition of 
the skin which becomes discolored, 
and large sores or ulcers may form 
due to actual death of the tissues. 
Prolonged treatment for these so­ 
called varicose ulcers may be re­ 
quired. 
Unfortunately, there is no way of 
restoring the varicose veins to nor­ 
mal. However, if the varicose veins 
are small, they may be injected with 
a number of substances which are 
irritating to the walls of the veins. 
This causes a reaction to occur, and 
the vein is obliterated. 
Elastic Bandage 
The wearing of an elastic band­ 
age also helps overcome the pres­ 
sure and collection of blood in the 
vein and thus aids in overcoming 
the swelling. 
According to Dr. Friedell, the 
more severe cases of varicose veina 
are best treated by a combination of 
surgery, injection treatment and 
bandaging. The surgical treatment 
consists in tying off what is known 
as the greater saphenous vein 
which is located around the inner 
side of the thigh. This operation 
keeps the blood flowing down the 
leg through the vein instead of up­ 
wards. In addition, the veins nearer 
the surface are treated by injection, 
and the patients are instructed to 
wear the proper kind of elastic 
bandage. 
* 
With treatment of this type, the 
varicose veins may be eradicated.
